In the spring of 1861, following the outbreak of the 
War Between the States, there existetl in Washington a 
concern for recognizing soldiers who had distinguished 
themselves in the fighting. 

This resulted in the creation of the Modal of Honor 
(generally known as the Congressional Medal of Honor) 
by an Act of Congress signed into law by President Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln on December 21, 1861. 

The Medal of Honor was the only decoration awarded 
during the War Between the States. Today, this Medal — 
our country’s oldest decoration in continuous use — is 
the highest military award for bravery that the United 
States can present to an individual. 

The Medal of Honor is awarded in the name of Con¬ 
gress by the President of the United States. It is awarded 
Community for an act involving the enemy “at the risk of life above 
and beyond the call of duty.” 

- Since its inception, approximately 3400 awards of the 

I Medal of Honor have been made — the majority of them

Cory announced the distri¬ 
bution of $6,224,741 to coun¬ 
ties and cities as the No¬ 
vember apportionme n t of 
cigarette tax.
